Rescue parties are making 
frantic efforts to reach miners in the hope of rescuing the 69 still 
entombed alive. The cause of the explosion is not known. 


Bluefield, W. Va.. Mai-eli 26.—Eighty miners were entombed by an 


explosion in a coal mine at Jed, W. Va. at 7 :30 a. m. today. 


The town of Jed is in McDowell county, in the extreme southwest- 


ern part of the state, where there are many mines. It is now reported 
that 100 men hav been entombed. 


Washington, March 26.—At the first report of the explosion. J. A. 


Holmes of the bureau of mine inspectors, took immediate steps lor 
the rescue of the imprisoned men m the Jed mine. Mine rescue car 
No 7 stationed at St.PaV W..Va , on the Norfolk & Western, not 
more than 150 miles away from the disusler was ordered to the Jed 
mine. There are four expert mine wei-e men on the car and it 
should arrive this afternoon. Mine Car No. 6. at Irwm, Pa., has also 
been ordered to proceed to Jccl and has orders to pick up volunteers 
at the various mining towns to aid in the lescne Avork.

veiled January 19, 1870, and is four- 
teen feet in height. Tom Jones was 
an inspired stone cutter. He sculp-
